Mrs. Carl O. Almberg, wife of C. O. Alm- 
berg, an Insurance agent, who lives at 1517 Al. 
dine avenue, was murdered last night by J. E. 
Moeller, an employé of her husband. The 
murderer then killed himself, his body falling 
alongside of that of his victim, in the alley 
back of the Almberg residence. 

Just when the man killed his friend’s wife 
is not yet determined. It probably was be- 
tween 10 and 11 o' clock. 

The first knowledge of the crime was when 
a pedestrian informed a policeman that a 
man and woman were lying in the alley near 
Clark street and Buckingham place. He 
thought they were drunk and suggested that 
they would freeze to death unless they were 
removed. 

The policeman hurried to the spot and, 
lighting a match, found the bodies. They 
were cold. 

The patrol wagon from the town hall sta- 
tion was called and in fifteen minutes the 
police started an investigation in Linn’s 
undertaking 
Clark street. 


Man Has Picture of Woman. 

In the coat pocket of the man was found a 
picture of the woman and 330 im currency. 
There also were some letters. 

On the woman's fingers were three rings, 
one a wedding band bearing the Inscription, 
Alma.“ The husband was summoned from 
his bed and went to the undertaker’s shop. 

Undertaker Linm thought he knew the 
woman, fancying he recognized in her the 
wife of Mr. Almberg. He sent an assistant 
to the Aldine avenue house, and thirty min- 
utes later his suspicions were confirmed. 

Almberg took one look at the bouies, and 
identified his wife and Moeller. But he said 
nothing to shed any light on the tragedy. 

His one remark was a question. 

How did it happen?“ he asked Then he 
was taken away by the police. 


In Dark as to Details of Crime. 
‘The police absolutely are in the dark as 
the manner in which the crime was com- 
mitted and the hour at which it happened, 

Policeman Messer, who received the first 
tip, failed to learn the name of the citizen 
who first saw the bodies. Three hours later 
the poMce started on a hunt for the man, but 
it was unsuccessful. 

All the people living in the neighborhood are 
positive they heard no shots during the night. 

For some time the authorities worked on 
a blind trail. There was nothing on Moeller 
to identify him except tattoo marks on his 
arm and the name J. E. Edwards on a watch. 
The first clew came when Linn recognized the 
woman as the wife of her friend. 

When the messenger from the undertaking 
shop reached the Almberg house he experi- 
enced some difficulty in arousing any one. 
Finglly Almberg came to the window and 
was fold that his wife had been killed in the 
alley directly back of the house. 


Statement by Husband. 

Amberg dressed at once and went to Linn's 
place. He was unnerved by the sight and for 
some time could not tell a coherent story of 
the earlier events of the evening. Finally 
he told the following story: 

„ My wife ate dinner with me at 6:30 
o' clock. She left our house at 7 o’clock with 
our little daughter Lena, 6 years old. Lena 
is our only child. 

„Mrs. Almberg left Lena at the residence 
of a friend, Mrs. Alstrand, 1779 North Clark 
street, and said she was going over on the 
west side to pay a call. She told Mrs, Al- 
strand that she would be back within an 
hour and a half. Where she was from the 
time she left Mrs. Alstrand’s house until she 
was shot I have no notion. 


Moeller Known Two Months. 

„In regard to Moeller. I have known him 
only about two months. He had been doing 
some soliciting for insurance for me—looking 
after prospects. He lived at 1621 Aldine 
avenue, second door from my residence. 
Moeller’s wife died some time ago in San 
Francisco. 

He was a man that so far as 1 nabe was 
not accustomed to drink much, but yesterday 
1 learned that he had been drinking heavily, 

„Moeller had been at my house a few times 
since he had been working for me, but I never 
have suspected any improper relations be- 
tween him and my wife. I never had the 
slightest trouble with 15 wife and we were 
1arriled for ten years. 

Almberg refused to accept any explanation 
other than that Moeller had made advances 
toward his wife and when the latter repulsed 
him and attempted to flee from him he shot 
her and then killed himself. 

Almberg at Home All. Evening. 

John M. Cash, a man of 27 years, an em- 
ployé of Hart, Schaffner & Marx, is a board- 
er at the Almberg residence. He has been 
living with them for two years. He went to 
the Town Hall station at 2a. m. and said that 
Mr. Almberg was at home all evening, as he 
himself was. He never had seen any domes- | 
tic ities in the family. 

An uncle of Moeller’s, Thomas Adgenskog, 
is a florist in Rogers Park. 

It is understood that Moeller, who orig- 
inally came from San Francisco, used as- 
sumed names at times.

SON IS KEPT IN IGNORANCE. 


Talesman in Hill Trial Won’t Know 
Until Month After Funeral. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 5.—[{Special. }—Kept 
in ignorance of the death of his aged mother, 
Mrs. Sarah J. Gore of 4148 Westminster 
avenue, Thursday last, Louis B. Gore of 4960

No pris- 
oners could be more isolated from the world, 
Even the family circle of each is closed to 
them. 

Gore's mother often asked for him as she 
lay on her deathbed. His wife interviewed 
Judge Audenried and saw District Attorney 
Bell to plead that he be released. Judge 
Audenried expressed regret that so unfor- 
tunate a contingency should have arisen, 
but said he felt the ends of justice might be 
interfered with if „ member of the jury 
should have his mind distracted by personal 
worry or grief. 

Can’t Even Go to Funeral. 

When Mrs. Gore died, on Thursday, her 
daughter-in-law again visited the courtroom 
and saw Judge Audenried. 

“ His mother is dead now,” she pleaded. 
„ Wouldn't it be possible for him to see her 
before she is buried, if be cannot attend 
the funeral?” 

Judge Audenried shook his head and again 
expressed regret. He did not think it would 
be advisable to have Gore's attention divert- 
ed from 80 important a case by sad tidings 
from home. 

At 1 o'clock tomorrow afternoon Mrs. 
Gores funeral will take place.

ROGERS TO FACE PUBLIC. 


Denied Privilege of Private Hear- 
ing, Trust Director Dodges 
ö All Queries. 


New York, Jan. 5.—[Special.]—Gov. Folk's 
trust hunters got after the Standard Ol com- 
pany in this city today when the attorney 
general of Missouri, Herbert S. Hadley, be- 
gan to examine witnesses before Commis- 
sioner Frederick K. Sanborn, who was ap- 
pointed to take testimony in the proceedings 
| to stop the trust from doing business in Mis- 
'souri, The hearing was held in the office of 
Henry Wollman, local counsel for the trust 
hunters. 

By means of rapid fire questions and speedy 
stenographers Mr. Hadley had hoped to finish 
up the New York end to the matter in a few 
days, but at the outset of the examination 
the Standard Oil lawyers insisted that the 
questions and answers be taken in long hand 
and he had to yield, as they were within their 
legal rights. 

They merely are trying to wear us out,“ 
said Mr. Hadley at the end of the long ses- 
sion, but they won't succeed. New York is 
a pretty good place for Missourians to tarry 
m. There ds so much to gee here, you know, 
and we can stand it if they can. They have 
tried the same tactics out home and we know 
exactly what they mean. We will stick it out 
if it takes a month.“ 


Rogers Must Talk in Public. 

The burden of the work fell today upon 
Commissioner Sanborn, who had to write 
out all the questions, answers, and objec- 
tions, At times he breathed heavily, but 
stuck to his guns. 

One of the witnesses on hand when the ses- 
sion began was Henry H. Rogers. After 
Heing sworn in a private room along with 
the others subpcenaed, including William G. 
Rockefeller, nephew of John D. Rockefeller, 
he begged to be excused from a public ex- 
amination. He told Attorney General Had- 
ley that he was suffering from asthma and 
that an ordeal of that kind in a crowded room 
was likely to have a bad effect on his health. 

Mr. Hadley would make no exception in 
his case, but promised Mr. Rogers that the 
examination would not hurt him physically. 
The exact time for his appearance was not 
set. 


After Subsidiary Companies. 


Frank Hageman of Kansas City and Alfred 


D. Eddy of Chicago appeared for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana and the Republic 
Oil company, and J. D. Johnson of St. Louis 
for the Waters-Pierce Oil company. These 
concerns are the respondents in the suits that 
have deen started in Missouri to put the 
Standard out of business. 

It is alleged that they are merely subsidiary 
concerns, and it is to connect them with the 
parent company that the testimony is being 
taken here. The proceedings have been in- 
stituted on the ground that they are violating 
the anti-trust laws of Missouri. 

But two witnesses were examined today. 


One of them, A. B. Jockel, formerly a book- 


keeper in the Standard’s office at Newark, 
gave damaging evidence, tending to prove 
the contention of the western state that all 
of the companies poo! their interests under 
the direction of the trust, 


Blacken Character of Witness. 


While he was testifying, Page Howard, a 
director of the Standard Oil company, circu- 
lated a typewritten statement among the re- 
porters purporting to be the transcript of a 
memorandum made by the American Secur- 
ity company. This memorandum saidthatin 
1908, while working for the National Conduit 
company Jockel had been arrested on a 
charge of misappropriating $100, that he had 
been arraigned in the Tombs police court, 
and that he had spent two nightsin jail. The 
statement went on to say that he had con- 
fessed, that his parents had settled the mat- 
ter and that the entire amount involved was 


Jockel afterwards admitted that he had 
been arrested and that he spent two nights 
in jail, but he denled emphatically that the 
case had been settled by his parents. 

All that part of the statement is a lie,“ 
he said vehemently. ‘‘ The case was not set- 
tled at all, but the complaint was withdrawn, 
and I was discharged. I suppose that this is 
a trick of the Standard Oil company to dis- 
credit me, but Iam notafraidofthem. With 
all their millions they cannot hurt me, and I 
am going right on with my testimony. There 
is a whole lot I haven't told yet.

Jockel testified that he had been the book- 
keeper in the Standard’s Newark office from 
June to November, 1904. He said that he 
and A. C. Ebie, the chief clerk there, were 
transferred to the office of the Waters-Pierce 
company in Oklahoma City at the instance of 
W. R. King, the general sales agent of the 
Standard Oil company. Hesaid: 

On Nov. 15 I was summoned to the office 
of C. E. Young, the Newark superintendent, 
and informed that a request had been made 
for my transfer to a western agency. Mr. 
Young asked if I would consent to go, and 
I told him I would provided proper terms 
were made. He then told me that the mat- 
ter would have to rest until he had received 
further information. 

A few days later I was again called by 
Mr. Young and he told me that Mr. King re- 
quested my presence at 26 Broadway the fol- 
lowing morning at 10 o’clock. He gave me a 
letter of introduction to Mr. King. I pre- 
sented the letter to Mr. King, and after he 
had read it he took me to the upper floor 
and introduced me to Mr. McNall, the repre- 
sentative of the Waters-Pierce company.

William J. Moran Admits Har- 
ing Shot Robert Collier 
After a Quarrel. 


BODY PLACED ON TRACKS.

Holds Young Assassin to 
Criminal Court. 


PoMceman John F. Schweikert’s acquain- 
tance with the young companions of Robert 
Collier, 17 years old, whose body was found 
on the Nickel Plate railroad track late Thurs- 
day night, led early yesterday to the discov- 
ery and confession of the murderer of the 
boy. 

After the boy’s father, Walter Collier, 1456 
Eighty-first place, had identified the body 
as that of his son, Policeman Schweikert 
rounded up several boys in the neighborhood. 
Among those arrested was William J. Moran, 
19 years old, who lived with his father at 
1461 Eighty-flrst place. 

Bloodstains on Moran’s clothes marked 
him, and the trained eye of a physician 
caught the stains. The confession followed, 
and the other boys were released. ö 


Moran ISs Held for Trial. 

The inquest was held at the Grand Crossing 
police station in the morning and Moran was 
held to the grand jury on a charge of mur- 
der. He was taken to the Harrison street 
bureau of identification and later to the 
county jail. 

Morap said he and Collier quarreled in the 
hay loft of the barn belonging to the lat- 
ter’s father. According to the confession, 
Collier struck Moran, who then shot him. 
Moran repudiated the confession later and 
said that he shot his chum accidentally while 
trying to arrange the mechanism of a re- 
vower which he was showing Collier. The 
boy was shot in the’ back of the head. The 
police believe the first confession is correct. 


Shot Heard by Little Boy. 


Investigation and young Moran's state- 
ments cleared up the details of the tragedy. 
It appears that Mrs. Collier, the dead boy’s 
stepmother, and her 6 year old son Charles 
opened the rear door of her house and started 
for the barn to milk the cows just as the 
shot was fired. 

Did you hear that shot in the rear of the 
barn, mamma? asked the little fellow, as 
he nervously grasped his mother’s hand. 

“No, I think that was a torpedo on the 
railroad tracks,“ said Mrs. Collier as she 
entered the barn and began milking the cows. 

Directly above their heads at that moment, 
not more than 7 feet away, crouched Moran 
with the dead body of his friend weighing 
heavily against him, the space in the hayloft 
being scarcely big enough for two persons 
at one time. For twenty minutes Moran 
hardly dafed to breathe and was fearful lest 
a rustling of the hay should betray his pres- 
ence to those below. 

Unconscious of the tragedy but a few feet 
away mother and child chatted pleasantly 
until the task of milking the two cows had 
been finished, and then returned into the 
house. It was a long time after that before 
Moran dared move. 


Attempt to Conceal Murder. 


Satisfied at last that the coast was clear,” 
Moran pushed the dead body away from him 
and dropped through the hole in the floor 
of the loft and down into the cow stall on 
the ground floor. Then he crept through the 
yard and ran across the prairie to his resi- 
dence across the street, where he remained 
until 10 o’clock, when he went out again. 

He had 
would in his escape from detection. Re- 
turning to the barn, he unceremoniously 
threw the body of his friend down into the 
cow stall. As the body fell the head rubbed 
along the wall slightly, leaving a blood spot. 

Blood also spattered on Moran’s clothing. 
He tried to carry-the body, but the load was 
too heavy. Grabbing it by the wrists, he 
dragged it out of the barn, through the yard, 
and then across the prairie, until he reached 
the Nickel Plate tracks, at least 400 feet 
from the barn. 

Laying the body on the tracks, the head in 
such a position that the wheels of the first 
train would mangle it beyond recognition, 
he departed, reaching home without detec- 
tion. 


Woman Discovers the Body. 


Mrs. Robert Michaels, 1462 Eighty-first 
place, and her daughter, Christine, discov- 
ered the body while walking along the tracks 
making a short cut from the Drexel station 
on the Illinois Central to their residence. 
Mrs. Michaels notified a switchman near the 
place and he notified the police. Several 
men were dispatched to the scene at once and 
Policeman Schweikert, who was on a fur- 
lough, joined in the investigation. 

The two boys had been friends for five 
years. Moran was an extra fireman on the 
Illinois Central railroad and Collier worked 
in the Pullman car shops. They are said to 
have gone to the hay loft to smoke because 
Collier’s father objected to smoking. The 
quarrel] is supposed to hae originated over a 
talk as to which knew more about locomo- 
tives and trains.

Correspondence of Wealthy Mining | 


Broker with His Wife Falls Into 
Hands of Prosecutic 
tions Indicate Cooling of Affection 
of Man on Trial for Giving Per- 
jured Testimony When Seeking a 
Divorce.

The decline of Edward R. Tufts’ affection 
for his wife is shown in a series of letters 
which yesterday became part of the evidence 
of the prosecution of the wealthy mining 
broker, who is on trial before Judge Honoré, 
Tufts is accused of perjury and wife abandon- 
ment. He is being tried on the former charge, 
it being alleged that he secured a 8 by 
means of perjured testimony. 

The letters have come into the 3 
of Assistant State's Attorney Frank Crowe. 
There are a dozen of them, covering a period 
from July, 1900, to August, 1008. Mrs. Tufts 
was addressed in the first as My Darling 
Mary.“ Later the missives opened without 
the formality of any term of greeting. 

At the other end of the letters there also 
is a marked cooling off. From signing him- 
self Your Loving Husband,’ Tufts 


progressed to the point where he affixed his 


signature, Yours truly, a Fool, E. R. Tufts.“ 


Text of the Letters. 

A letter written in March, 1901, contains the 
following: 

You have deceived me for the last time. I will 
never live with you again. Nor can you torture 
me again with such letters and telegrams as you 
have been sending me lately. Enough. You 
know, and if you don’t, I do, that we both have 
lived miserably for years, and that it is impossi- 
ble to live happily together again. These are my 
last words on the subject. I know you would ruin 
me if you could. a 

Later came this missive: 


I received your last mushy effusion, dated Nov. 
not registered. If I ever thought I loved you 
once, I detest you now. You ask for reasons for 
what you call my cruel treatment. You well 
know it is a waste of time to write about or think 
about them. 

What you do or where you go does not interest 
me. You say I hide from you. I would not speak 
to you if we should meet, I don’t have to hide 
from you. I give you to understand plainly that 
you are nothing to me and never can be anything 
to me. E. R. TUFTS. 

A letter dated Jan. 4, 1902, says: 

You may continue to hiss and spit your venom 
at me, but you cannot harm me. If a rattlesnake 
should bite me I would not hate it, for that is its 
nature. I do not hate even you. As for a divorce 
I can easily get that at any time I want to in the 
state of Illinois on the simple ground of incom- 
patibility of temper, and I will probably commence 
proceedings there; although in Mexico laws are 
different; a man does not need a divorce, only I 
thought you might try your luck on some other 
fool, but I do not think that you could find another 
as big a one. I support you because I know no 
one else would give you a cent. Yours truly, A 
Fool, E. R. TUFTS. 

Tufts and his wife were married in Colo- 
rado in 1880. Three years ago, Mrs. Tufts 
says, her husband deserted her. A year later 
she heard that he had secured a divorce from 
Judge Tuthill, on her husband’s testimony 
that his wife had deserted him. She had 
the decree set aside on her representation 
that this testimony was false.

Miss Crozier’s remarks were made at a 
lecture to society women and made a decided 
sensation. She continued:

I say it because I 
have worked myself thin trying to interest 
municipal officers and philanthropic indi- 
viduals in the poverty and frightful condi- 
tioris prevailing in New York.

MR. KNIGHT SAYS LATE TRACTION

Legal Adviser of Widow st the Dead

I knew what the will devised 
to New York, but, of course, I could not 
divulge its contents.” 

“Did Mr. Yerkes have any grievance 
against Chicago, that was responsible for 
his failure to make any bequests to is 
city?’’ Mr. Knight was asked. 

He did not.“ was the answer. Why he 
left so much to New York is a question that 
I cannot discuss. He was originally an 
eastern man.“ 


False Stories in Newspapers.

Boston, Mass., Jan. B.- [Special. I- Thomas 
. Lawson tonight sent to every member 
of congress and of the cabinet a reply to 
Jacob Schiff’s sensational prophecy of a 
panic unless a more elastic currency is pro- 
vided.

SAYS SHAW’S PLAN IS SAFE, 
SCHIFF’S SCHEME IS NOT. 


A. Barton Hepburn of Chase National 
Bank Says Secretary’s Currency Idea 
Will Save Wall Street. 


New York, Jan. 5.—A. Barton Hepburn, 
president of the Chase National bank and 
former controller of the currency, said that 
he does not regard Mr. Jacob Schiff’s cur- 
rency plan as practicable. He said: 

can remember that in the depression 
of 1803 a similar scheme was resorted to, and 
rather than cause any further trouble the 
certificates went pretty well. Even umbrella 
checks were used. But it was alla matter of 
confidence. 

Mr. Shaw’s plan to make the currency 
more elastic is excellent.

Mr. Shaw's plan, he said, was a proposal to 
let each national bank issue 50 per cent more 
currency than it now issued without any 
security whatever. Mr. Schiff said he mere- 
ly wished to have that extra 50 per cent of 
currency: secured by the commercial paper in 
the banks.

She never had made an ocean voy- 
age before. 


Finds Terror in Sea.

Orders Woman Deported.

let was taken from the head of the dead 
man. It also was stated that traces of 
poison were found in Edward's stomach to- 
day by Dr. Bartlett, who has been spending 
most of his time analyzing portions of the 
stomach and its contents. The reported dis 
covery will, it is claimed, have an important 
bearing on the investigation, and what steps 
may be taken by the coroner in reaching the 
person, or persons, responsible for the death 
of Edwards. 


Case One of Plain Murder. 
According to the report of Dr. Bartlett to 
the coroner, the autopsy disproved entirely 
the suicide theory which has been advanced 
by some members of the Hiller family. The 
bullet fractured the skull at the base of the 
brain and a clot of blood formed at once, 
which rendered the injured man unconscious 
almost immediately. This would preclude 
the possibility of Edwards disposing of the 
revolver with which the shot was fired. 
In the opinion of the doctors Edwards 
— lived about six hours after shooting. 
he revolver from which the bullet was fired, 
they say, must have been a woman's pistol. 


Poison Found in Stomach? 

When confronted tonight with the ques- 
tion as to whether poison had been found if 
Edwards’ stomach, Dr. Bartlett said he could 
not answer that inquiry. He seemed much 
surprised at the query and said that as his 
report is now in the hands of Coroner Mix 
he could not give out anything of its con- 
tents 


Late this afternoon an old fashioned re- 
volver found at the Hiller home soon after 
the crime was committed was sent by the 
coroner and detectives to a local locksmith 
for examination. One chamber was empty. 
Tonight it was learned that this revolver 
could not have taken the bullet found in the 
dead man’s head, 

Contrary to the general impression pre- 
vailing here, it is said Coroner Mix and the 
detectives are not working on the theory the 
murder was the work of one person. It ig 
believed that more than one person was 
cognizant of it and can tell all about it. Itis 
pointed out that while the report froma 
2 calibre revolver is not loud enough to be 
heard at any great distance, it scarcely could 
be fired off without 4 person in the adjoin- 
ing room hearing the noise. 

It also has been shown that the front door 
of the Hiller homestead, on the night of the 
murder, wae bolted and locked and that the 
latchkey could not open it without a bolt 
being drawn from the inside. 


Hiller Under Close Surveillance.

HUMOR TO DEBATE. 
Philippine Tariff Bill Serves as a Ve- 
hicle to Carry Three Hours of 
Cheerful Badinage About Republic- 
an Policy—Pokes Fan at Secretary 
Shaw for Classifying Frogs’ Legs as 
Poultry—Hints at Uncle Joe Can- 
non as White House Possibility. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.— Champ Clark 
democracy was expounded to the deligh* 
and entertainment of the house for thre* 
hours today by Mr. Clark of Missouri, and 
constituted the feature of the debate on the 
Philippine tariff bill. 

He talked of the Philippines, and favored 
the pending bill; he discussed the general 
tariff question, and in particular the German 
tariff situation. He reviewed William J. 
Bryan's record on silver, and paid his re- 
spects in characteristic oratory to republican 
leaders. 

He ascribed future greatness to what he 
termed the great stand pat " disciples, and 
declared that one,of these, Secretary Shaw, 
whose record as secretary of the treasury 
included, he said, classifying frogs’ legs as 


for the collection of revenue, was a logical 
republican presidential possibility unless the 
mantle should fall on the gray and grisaled 
speaker, Uncle Joe Cannon.“ 


Ridicules Philippine Peril. 

Discussing as an absurdity the enormous 
amount of sugar that the Philippines is sup- 
posed to produce, Mr. Clark gave the amount 
raised “in the United States proper,” and 
also the production in the United States 
improper,”’ in which he fhcluded Hawall, 
Porto Rico. and the Philippines. 

Mr. Clark characterized Mr. McCleary 
{[Minn,] as the original standpatter.” 

„He would make the Dingley tariff the 
minimum, and God only knows how high the 
maximum,” added Mr. Clark. 


Not Due to Dingley Tariff.

END OF DOMINGO REVOLT. 


Rebel Troops Dispersed and Country 
Quiet—Congress Formally Im- 
peaches Morales. 6 


SANTO DOMINGO, Jan, 5.—The Domini- 
can congress today formally impeached Car- 
olos F. Morales, the fugitive president. The 
revolution is crushed. The troops who fought 
under Morales after their disastrous defeat 
at Puerto Plata, are dispersing to their homes 
and the country is quieting down. 


Corroborated at Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—Additional ad- 
vices received at the state department from 
naval sources as to the collapse of the 
Morales rebellion in Santo Domingo and the 
resulting conditions there were as follows: 

“The rebel gunboat Independencia was 
seen last night off Puerto Plata. Desultory 
firing alf day yesterday. Caceres apparently 
successful. Thirty men killed and sixty 
wounded on Caceres’ side. Loss on other 
side unknown. Medical assistance is being 
sent from the American warship to ‘the 
wounded ashore under the Red Cross flag. 
The death of Rodriguez was a great blow 
to his party. Seven American citizens have 
been taken aboard the Scorpion. No cas- 
ualtles among the Americans. Hostilities 
have ceased." 


BARNES IS NOT CENSURED. 


President and Leaders of Congress Ex- 
press No Disapproval of Action in 
White House Incident. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Special,]J— 
No disapproval has been voiced by the presi- 
dent or leaders of congress of the action of 
Benjamin F. Barnes, assistant secretary to 
Mr. Roosevelt, who yesterday had Mrs. 
Minor Morris, sister of Representative Hull, 
forcibly removed from the White house. 

Mrs. Morris did not appear in the police 
court today to answer the charge of disor- 
derly conduct, and the $5 collateral deposited 
by her was forfeited. 

In the years Mr. Barnes has been receiv- 
ing people at the White house this was the 
first occasion on which a disturbance had 
occurred. During the last ten days two 
women who were unbalanced were tactfully 
got rid of by Mr. Barnes.

CHINESE SITUATION WORRIES. 


Cabinet Meeting Discussions Said to 
Have Been Concerning Action in 
Case of Uprising. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—[{Special.]—Se- 
rious consideration was given at a long con- 
ference at the White house today to the naval 
and military policies of the government. 

The fact that besides the secretaries of war 
and navy Mr. Root attended the meeting gave 
rise to a report that among other things the 
possibility pt action in case of trouble in 
China was discussed. This could not be con- 
firmed. 

It was nearly midnight before the confer- 
ence adjourned. Those who attended de- 
clined to say anything further than that “ the 
internal affairs of the war and navy depart- 
ments were discussed. One of them ad- 
mitted that no reco endations to congress 
would follow. 

The administration has been concerned 
over the developments in China, and both the 
war and navy departments are making prep- 
arations with a view to the protection of 
American interests.

POLITICIANS KILL | 
CONSULAR REFORM 
Senators Sacrifice Root’s Plan 
to Improve Corps on Par- 
tisanship’s Altar. 


CUT OUT CIVIL SERVICE. 


Most Important Features of the 
Secretary’s Proposed Bill 
Are Eliminated. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O°LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6. [Special. I The 
senate committee on foreign relations today 
emasculated the bill for reorganization of 
the consular service to such an extent that 
Secretary Root. who inspired it, and Senator 
Lodge, who introduced it, hardly can recog- 
nize their own creation. 

The civil service feature was elimifiated en- 
tirely, and there will continue, unless the 
measure is amended, which is doubtful, the 
game partisan and unsatisfactory method of 
making appointments. 


There will be no examinations of applicants oe 


for admission to the serwice affecting the 
commercial resources and business of the 
United States, especially with reference to 
the possibilities of increasing and extending 
our trade with foreign countries, or where 
it is essential to understand foreign lan- 


guages. 

Nor will the men appointed to consulates in 
countries where the United States has extra 
territorial jurisdiction be required to have a 
knowledge of the fundamental principles of 
common law, rules of evidénce, and trial of 
civil and criminal cases. . 


Crying Need for Reform. 


Any one who knows anything about consu- 
lar affairs will regret particularly the elimi- 
nation of these requirements. In proposing 
the examination feature of the bill, and de- 
fining to some extent the scope of such In- 
quiry Secretary Root sought to bring the 
service up to the high plane which the pres- 
ent vast and complex interests of the United 
States demand. 

Coneuls are appointed today who have the 
haziest notion of the commercial resources 
of this country, and they have little appre- 
clation of what to do in order to develop 
them. The United States enjoys extra ter- 
ritoriality—the right to have its citizens 
tried by American consuls—in China, Tur- 
key, Morroco, and other countries, and fre- 
quently coneuls who try the most involved 
questions of law are not attorneys, and have 
not the slightest idea of legal practice. 

In behalf of American intereste and of 
American citizens, Secretary Root thought 
it advisable that congress should legalize 
examinations upon the subjects mentioned. 

The committee also is opposed to the civil 
service feature of the law, which undoubt- 
edly would have encouraged intelligent young 
men to accept appointments, as it would 
have permitted them to make a career of the 
service. If the bill be enacted as the com- 
mittee will recommend a young man will 


have no more hope of preferment save’ 


through the use of political influence than he 
has now. 


Partisanship Defeats Patriotism. . 


It is an unfortunate commentary upon the 
character of some of the men who talked 
the most today, and whose views prevailed. 
that they were not able to rise above parti- 
sanship and to act for the benefit of the 
country as a whole rather than for their 
own political party or individual advantage. 

In the hope of placating the democrats 
Secretary Root had consented to an amend- 
ment to the bill requiring that appointments 
should be apportioned among different sec- 
tions of the country. 

But even this concession was not enough. 
The civil service feature had to go, and the 
blame for this action, strange as it may 
seem, is placed upon the civil service com- 
mission. The commission is highly unpopu- 
lar with congress, even with those members 
who have to defend it the most strenuously. 
‘iuey claim that more attention is paid to 
obtaining an eligfble list for scrubwomen 
in the departments than to the large ques- 
tions in which the country is vitally inter- 
ested. 

So the scheme for the improvement of the 


‘consular service is made to suffer because 


of the alleged failure properly to administer 
the civil service law. 


Some Reform Features Left. 


But even as tortured by the committee the 


bill preserves a number of features which 


will benefit greatly the consular service. It. 


provides for the classification of consular 
offices, the organization of a small inepec- 
tion corps, forbids a consul to engage in or 
be interested in any business or to accept 
fees or compensation from any lawyer, 
does away entirely with the fee system, and 
insures a more uniform system of invoice 
fees by the classification of consuls. 

It will be possible for the president to as- 
sign men in a particular class instead of to a 
particular place. The advantage of this 
lies in the fact that there are many consuls 
unfit for a post in one country when they 
would be of great value in another. For 
instance, a man speaking German can do 
better service in Germany, other things be- 
ing equal, than in Spain. 

Had the civil service feature of the bill 
been retained, it would have been possible 
for the president to confine the original ap- 
pointments to the lower grades of service 
and fill the upper grades by promotion. But 
even.with this provision eliminated, it will 
be in his power to nominate a man for a 
higher class provided his record justifies 
such action. 


Inspection Provision Is Invaluable. 

Every member of the committee was in 
favor of the provision for the establishment 
of an inspection corps. The bill provides 
there shall be five inspectors of consulates 
who shall make an inspection of the consular 
offices at least once in every two years. 

Scandals of considerable magnitude have 
developed in the service because the depart- 
ment had no means of learning what a consul 
was doing. The consuls make their own re- 
ports, and it is only when complaints are re- 
ceived from Americans or others that they 
are not doing properly an investigation is 
made. Then an official of the state depart- 
ment is sent thousands of miles to make an 
inquiry. 

With a proper inspection it will bé possible 
for the department to avert scandalous condi- 
— to grees them before they become 

urious to the interests and presti 
United ~ ee Ber, Y ge of the 
committee was a unit in voting in f 
of the retention of the provision * aboli. 
tion of fees of all kinds. Considerable abuse 
has flowed from the privilege accorded con- 
sular officers to accept fees for notarial and 
other purposes. A great deal of money is lost 
to the treasury by this system. 


Wasted Revenues Conserved. 


Another addition to the revenue will be 
made through the provision retained in the 
bill more properly to distribute invoice fees 
according to the business done. The govern- 
ment has been defrauded of thousands of 
dollars in Germany alone through an evasion 
of the law, which the bill seeks to prevent.

business. That is the worst thing about 
tariff revision. It is the agitation and not 
revision which makes trouble. Business 
men are unable to fix prices so long as there 
is the immediate prospect of a change in 
the customs rates. 

With a permanent tariff commission it 
would be possible, after some experiment, to 
change the rate of duty on any single arti- 
cle, or at least upon a series of related ar- 
ticles, without touching the great bulk of 
things at.all. Congress could therefore legis- 
late promptly and inteliggently, following out 
the report of the expert commission and thus 
create a tariff on a strictly scientific basis 
which would protect American industry and 
stimulate manufacture, but which would not 
result in the payment of royalties and large 
bonuses to favored manufacturers, 

“TI found long ago, however, the time is 
not ripe for a permanent tariff commission, 
as neither the people nor congress seem as 
yet to be ready to take tariff out of politics 
entirely.“ 


Urges Maximum and Minimum Rate. 

Do you think the maximum and minimum 
tariff idea will meet the problems which now 
are confronting us in our relati6ns with for- 
eign countries, and particularly with Ger- 
many?’ 

“I certainly do. I made a speech, as you 
may remember, at the reciprocity convention 
at Chicago, in which I advocated a max- 
imum and minimum tariff as the only means 
of securing that elasticity which is neces- 
sary to enable us to meet a similar system 
in foreign countries. We cannot hope to get 
into France and Germany and other Euro- 
pean nations unless we are prepared to make 
concessions to them. It is folly to use the 
word ‘stand pat’ in the sense of saying we 
must never touch the tariff, even when our 
own interests require that we should do 80. 

“TI have been a protective tariff man all 
my public life and was originally a whig, but 
I believe the necessities of our foreign com- 
merce require that we should do something. 
As I said, we must not approach this in a 
spirit of retaliation. We can easily prepare 
a maximum and minimum tariff rate which 
will give Us entrance to European and other 
markets on the same terms as most favored 
nations every where. 

If we should take the present tariff and 
add 25 per cent to it and make a maximum, 
we would have a miximum and minimum 
tariff at once, but the rest of the world would 
naturally say it was a threat and retalia- 
tory in its nature. 


Simple Matter to Change Rate. 

„We could, however, make the present 
tariff the maximum and reduce it 25 per cent 
for the minimum, or could make the maxi- 
mum 10 per cent above our rate and the 
minimum 15 per cent below it. It would be a 
simple matter to devise a maximum and 
minimum tariff which would not, disturb 
business, which would not be an attick upon 
the protective principle, but which would, in 
pete ec er ee.

Talking on the subject of regulation of 
railroad rates, with which he is particularly 
familiar, as he was the author of the Inter- 
state commerce law, Senator Cullom said: 

There will be a great constitutional argu- 


ment in the senate on side issues, but there ls 


really little doubt that cohgress has power, 
after it has declared that all rates shall be 
reasonable, to delegate to the interstate com- 
merce commission the right to say, in any 
given case, what a reasonable rate is. 


Rate Bill Strictly Legal. 


That is not a delegation of the legisla- 
tive function, which is prohibited under our 
system of government, but is merely the 
creation of an administrative body, and the 
Supreme court expressly has held that con- 
gress may delegate the right to fix rates in 
such cases to a body of its own creation. 
The Supreme court also has held in numer- 
ous decisions that the state legislatures can 
delegate the same power to state railroad 
commissions. In principle there is no dif- 
eremce between such delegation of power 
by congress or by state. The bill introduced 
by Senator Dolliver the other day is sub- 
stantially the same as that I introduced 
in the senate eight years ago. 

“Tt now has been accepted, with some 
changes, by the house committee. I believe 
it Will go through the senate, with some 
minbr modifications, and if it is not seriously 
altered it will give the people a relief from 
railroad extortion and discrimimation which 
they long have been asking for. Our IlMnois 
law today is the, most far reaching of that 
of any state in the union. It has not thrown 
any raflroads into bankruptcy, nor has any 
one complained of it as an invasion of the 
rights of corporations. 

“The proposed legislation by congréss is 
not a bit more radical in applying to inter- 
state commerce than is the law of Illinols 
in applying to local commerce the right of 
the government to protect the people against 

unfair and unreasonable railroad rates.

Girl Reads of Show and Thinks of 
Her Prised Liebling, Which Has 
Only One Eye—Takes It to Contest 
~The Animal Causes So Much Com- 
motion That the Judges Decide to 
Give It a Premium and Send It 
Away. 


In the attic of an old drab house at 2580 
Archer avenue, built back in those days when 
it was the road,“ a little German girl went 
to sleep last night holding in her arms her 
pet cal, Liebling. The girl was Undine Muel- 
ler, and the reason for Liebling’s unwonted 
privilege was that it had won a prize at the 
cat show.

At 8 o'clock, while the 
place was crowded with men making bets and 
eager to place their money before it was too 
late, the two supposed gamblers gave a signal 
to their comrades, who had been stationed tn 
the street without, and a rush was made. 


Bettors Rush to Exits. 

Detective Schubert had placed men on 
guard at six exits. Lockouts stationed in 
Wabash e ae to prevent just such a raid 
were arrésted before they could give the 
alarm. When the alarm was given the fifty 
men who filled the room rushed first to the 
rear door, but found themselves caught. 
Then other exits were tried, but with the 
same result. 

One man jumped through a glass window, 
suffering. severe cuts, but making his es- 
cape. Several other men attempted to 
rush the two pclie:men who had been 
stationed at the Wabash avenue exit and 
succeeded in reaching the street, but came to 
a halt when two shots were fired at them.

Practically All Their Real Estate Con- 
veyed to First Trust and Savings 
Bank to “Aid in Liquidating Home

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JUDGE TULEY’S WEALTH. 


Judge Tuley’s will has been filed. It dis- 
poses of an estate estimated at 840,000. A 
lawyer of equal ability who serves corpora- 
tions makes that much easily in a year. 
Other compensations which cannot be listed 
or appraised seemed to the judge more de- 
sirable than wealth. His talents were de- 
He 
was not obliged to defend the violation of 
the law or to use his ingenuity to devise 
ways in which moral guilt might evade legal | 
responsibility. His conscience and his 
words were not at variance. He was not 
“a director in seventy-nine corporations,” 
lending the value of his name to shady enter- 
prises. There was no obligation upon him 
to master the details ofa great business in 
the capacity of a lawyer turned trust presi- 
dent. His salary was not paid out of plun- 
der. 

Judge Tuley was not a spendthrift.. He 
left an estate sufficient to pay his debts, to 
aid relatives and friends, and to maintain 
his widow in comfort the rest of her life. 
One of the reasons why he did not leave 
more is found in the provision in his will 
that certain kinsfolk shall not be required to 
repay money advanced for aid in studies or 
for support for a term of years past. The 
list of charities to which he has been in the 
habit of contributing tells the same story of 
money neither hoarded nor thrown away, 
but spent intelligently and lovingly. For giv- 
ing he would have been glad to have more, 
but he did not tisk the deterioratién of char- 

neter which might come with the pursuit of 
riches, with however worthy a motive be- 
gun. He had a quiet, happy homelife, with 
the esteem of all who knew the judge and the 
affection of all who knew the man. 

The studious mind of Judge Tuley took 
keen pleasure in following out the broad 
principles of the law and applying them to 
the case before him. The court of chancery, 
in which his most important work was done, 
rests especially upon precedent, equity, 
philosophy for its decisions. To be able to 
procure the triumph of the eternal right so 
far as it lay in human power to discover and 
secure it was a compensation greater than 
wealth. In that he found his reward, and

The closing of the Walsh banks was at- 
tended by no local panic and no loss or in- 
convenience to depositors. Many of those 
who had money in the Home Savings bank, 
accepting the assurances of the 
house committee, let it remain there in order 
to get their half yearly interest. The work 
on the Walsh railroads was not interrupted. 
His interests have been protected. Appar- 
ently he will come out of the trial solvent, 
with no stain upon his reputation. 

Until 2:30 on Saturday afternoon of the 
week which closed the existence of these 
banks the clearing house committee had no 
intimation that the Walsh banks were in 
difficulties, Then Mr. Walsh sent for the 
clearing house committee and informed 
them that the controller of the currency had 
told him he could nét open on Monday unless 
the condition of his affairs improved. The 
clearing house committee grasped the situa. 
tion promptly, and practically did not ad 
journ until an early hour on Monday—after 
a session of thirty-six hours—when complete 
arrangements, approved by a unanimous 
vote of the clearing house, had been made 
to provide for the prompt payment of all 
depositors. | 

The properties placed in the hands of the 
clearing house committee have been judi- 
ciously handled. The assets have been real- 
ized upon to the best advantage, and the 
large obligations have been liquidated with 
reasonable promptness without undue loss 
to any one. 

What might have been a great industrial 
and financial calamity, affecting profoundly 
the credit of Chicago and creating a feeling 
of alarm throughout the country, became no 
more than the talk of a few days—a mere 
incident in the banking history of the city. 
That was because the clearing house com- 
mittee and members had courage, firmness, 
and sober judgment. They faced a grave 
emergency with energy and wisdom, When 


they were called on to act the situation 


looked extremely serious. Apparently the 
assets would not cover the liabilities. If 
the banks were to take the assets and agree 
to pay the liabilities there was every prob- 
ability that they would incur a heavy loss. 
That did not deter them. They felt it their 
duty to save the credit of Chicago—and they 
did. 

Probably they will lose nothing. That 
should not deprive them or their representa- 
tives, the clearing house committee, of the 
credit due for promptness, wisdom, and 
courage. It is true that the banks protected 
themselves, but they also protected the com- 
munify, and especially the savings banks 
depositors of the city. Many of them had 
money in the Home. They had confidence in 
its stability. If the public had been in- 
formed suddenly that it was insolvent a run 
might have been precipitated on all the sav- 
ings banks in town, and the consequences 
would have been undesirable and even dis- 
astrous to some of them. Thousands of 
timid depositors in banks of unquestioned 
soundness would have drawn out their 
money and lost half a year’s interest. The 
clearing house committee is entitled to the 
thanks of the entire community. Its course 
in the Walsh case indicates that if similar 
dangers shall again threaten the community 
they will be met in the same brave spirit and 
be overcome. 


SPOONER AND LA FOLLETTE. 

Spooner and La Follette of Wisconsin 
acted with good sense when one introduced 
the other to the senate of the United States, 
They have been the leaders of opposing fac- 
tions at home in a bitter political feud, and 
there were predictions that they would take 
the first opportunity to show ill-feeling on 
the floor of the senate. But both realized 
that in a larger sense they were standing 
before the people of the United States. 
They were there as representatives of the 
sovereign state of Wisconsin, and they felt 
that in spite of personal differences and 
political differences their appearance in that 
forum at that time should be decorous 
and becoming. They jointly represent Wis- 
consin and that state demands that its joint 
representation shall be worthy and dignified. 

They will sometimes differ in debate and 
in their votes. But they should always keep 
their manners and their tempers. Some- 
times great men are guilty of foolish acts. 
In this case neither gentleman was guilty 
of the folly which newspaper correspond- 
ents said they would be guilty of. It was 
said they would violate the courtesies and 
for each other. They did nothing of the 
sort. 

Some deem manners of little moment. 
They are much mistaken. The little ament- 
ties of life not only increase the agreeable- 
ness of social intercourse, but they often

SCHIFr'S TALK. 

Rates on call loans have ranged from 
10 to 126 per cent in New York City during 
the last two months. Mr. Jacob H. Schiff 
says that is “ a disgrace to a ¢ivilized coun- 
try.” He says speculation is rampant in 
England, France, and Germany, but there 
are no such ups and downs in money rates 
as there have been here. He ascribes them 
to the “ insufficient elasticity of the circu- 
lating medium.” 

Secretary Shaw has a plan for imparting 
elasticity to the currency. He proposes to 
allow national banks to issue “ emergency 
notes to the amount of half their regular 
circulation. The notes are to pay a 5or 6 
per cent tax, which it is assumed will drive 
them out of circulation when the emergency 
which prompted their issue is over. 

Mr. Schiff does not approve of the plan. 
That may be partly because Secretary Shaw 
did not take his advice last year at a time 
when the banks were “ gorged with money.” 
He urged the secretary to withdra@ gov- 
ernment deposits, stiffen the market, and 
prevent the investment of money in under- 
takings from which it could/not be with- 
drawn when needed. That seems to have 
been good advice. The press would not have 
criticised the secretary if he had acted on it. 

Mr. Schiff’s specific objection to the sec- 
retary’s measure is that the emergency ” 
circulation “ will go just where it ought not 
to go—into speculation.” That is more than 
likely. The notes would not be issued to 
meet the legitimate demands of the business 
community, but to make conditions easier 
for speculators, who should be discouraged 
instead of encouraged. High money rates 
are desirable to the extent that they check 
rampant speculation. 

Mr. Schiff has an elasticity plan of his 
own. It is an increased circulafion secured 
solely by “legitimate commercial paper, 
possibly based upon a deposit with certain 
clearing houses in the country.” This is 
not altogether a new proposition. The suc- 
cessful use of clearing house certificates 
in panics prompted the suggestion that 
banks should poo! their reserves and make 
them the basis of an emergency note issue, 
but it has hitherto met with no favor. Mr. 
Schiff’s project will meet with a warm re- 
ception in no quarter. : 

Why is it that Mr. Schiff, While censuring 
the “inelastic currency and the failure of 
Secretary Shaw to take his advice, fails to 
call attention to the shortcomings of some 
of the New York banks? If they had been 
as conservative as their foreign brethren 
the situation would not have been so abnor- 
mal. Alexafider D. Noyes says in the last 
Forum, One obvious recourse to relieve 
the situation was that the large loans already 
made by the banks to Wall street specu- 
lators for the purpose of sustaining stocks 
at their high existing prices should be can- 
celed and the banks’ liabilities thus re- 
duced.” The banks did not dothat. There 
were plain indications that the promoters 
of this season’s speculation had such affilia- 
tions with “ important banks that they were 
able to insist on retaining their extensive 
lines of credit.” Perhaps the conduct of 
those banks cannot be called “ a disgrace to 
a civilized country,” but it is conduct highly 
prejudiced to the Interests of the commu- 
nity. It is conduct Chicago banks would not 
be guilty of. 

The currency system is defective. So is 
the subtreasury system. it places in the 
hands of government officials power which 
they may not be competent to use wisely. 
But these things would not count for much 
if the great financiers of the country would 


mse their power wisely and would abstain

Mason, the English diberal politician, whose 
candidature for a seat in parliament at 
Westminster he is said to have indorsed, it 
may be timely to point out that many for- 
eign rulers have ere this made public mani- 
festation of their sympathies for this or that 
political faction in Great Britain without 
ever calling forth any such display of edi- 
torial concern as that accorded by the Lon- 
don’ Times to the silly report about the 
chief magistrate of the United States, 

One has only to read the memoirs dealing 
with the first half of the nineteenth century 
to realize the extent to which not merely 
foreign rulers but even their efficial repre- 
sentatives in London allied themselves with 
the rival political parties in England; and 
the emperors of Russia and of Austria, the 
king of Prussia, and the successive rulers of 
France, did not hesitate to employ, not alone 
unofficial agents of the feminine, as well as 
of the male persuasion, but also the mem- 
bers of their embassies in maneuvers to 
bring about the victory of that particular 
political party which they considered as 
friendly to themselves. Princess Lieven, the 
Russian ambassadress in London, the Prince 
and Princess Esterhazy representing Aus- 
tria, the Bunsens, who represented Prussia, 
openly identified themselves with the whigs 
and with the tories, and even during the lat- 
ter half of the nineteenth century Emper- 
ors Alexander II. and Alexander IIL. of Rus- 
sia never made any pretense of concealing 
their pronounced preference for the liberals 
in Great Britain and for Mr. Gladstone as 
being imbued with much more friendship for 
Russia than the tories. Indeed, Mme. de 
Novikoff, avowédly an agent for the Rus- 
sian crown, spent months together in Lon- 
don, busily engaged in making propaganda 
in political circles, and especially in the 
English presa, for Russia, and likewise using 
all the inf at her disposal in behalf of 
the liberals and especially of Mr. Gladstone, 
whose return to power she and ipso facto 


her government, considered of inestimable 


value to Muscovite interests. 
— 


During the chancellorship of Prince Bis- 
marck, one important London evening paper 
was notoriously maintained by him in that 
capital, not only for the purpose of repre- 
senting his views, but also for combating 
the English political party which was looked 
upon at Berlin as inimical to the Bismarck- 
ian policy, while the relations of Napoleon 
III. with one of the great London dailies were 
equally well known, his ambassadors being 
to such an extent open partisans of the whigs 
or the tories, of the liberals or of the con- 
servatives, that it was found necessary to 
appoint a new French envoy nearly each 
time that there was a change of ministry 
in England. 

~~ 

From this it will be seen that even if Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had unofficially expressed at 
the White house when receiving a friendly 
visit, his sympathy for the liberals in Eng- 
land, he would have been doing nothing 
more than scores of foreign rulers have done 
before in connection with English party poli- 
tics, and certainly nothing to call for any 
demand by the London Times for an ex- 
planation or denial. 

a 

Grand Duke Paul of Russia remains ban- 
ished from Russia, and it seems that his 
alleged rehabilitation at the time of the obse- 
qules of his murdered brother, the Grand 
Duke Sergius, was of a restricted character. 
When in defiance of the emperor's orders he 
married at Leghorn the divorced wife of his 
ex-aid de camp, Col. Pistolkors, with whom 
he had been living for some time previously, 
he was divested of all his military honors 
and banished, the Muscovite embassies 
abroad receiving instructions to withhold 
from him recognition as a member of the 
imperial family. The German and Austrian 
emperors followed suit by depriving him of 
the honorary coldénelcies which he held in 
their respective armies. Eventually he man- 
aged to ingratiate himself with the old re- 
gent of Bavaria, whom he had met at some 
thermal resort in the Bavarian highlands, 
and the regent not only conferred the title 
of Countess of Hohenfelsen upon the ex- 
Baroness Pistolkors, with the proviso that 
this title and name should be inherited by 
the two children, Viadimir and Irene, whom 
she had borne to the grand duke, but like- 
wise intervened in behalf of the latter at 
St. Petersburg. 

Thanks to this, Emperor Nicholas has re- 
stored to his uncle Paul the latter’s former 
military offices and dignities, including that 
of aid de camp general, and has at the same 
time instructed the Russian embassies abroad 
to accord to him recognition as a Muscovite 
prince of the blood. But for all that, he re- 
mains banisned, 
allowed to set foot in Russia. He has been 
spending the fall at Chantilly, and has just 
moved into the beautiful house which he 
has acquired on the Avenue de Jena in Paris.

While King Edward and his son, the prince 
of Wales, are great friends and united to 
each other by ties of the utmost affection, 
yet their tastes differ, and in many respects 
the heir apparent is infinitely more conserva- 
tive than his father.

BETTER SECURITY FOR PUBLIC FUNDS; 2 
ONE LESSON OF THE WALSH FAILU mp | 


Charles G. bees Advocates Deposit of State or Municipal Bonds b eS: 
Wishing to Handle State, City, or erie’ Money. 3 


BY CHARLES d. DAWES. 


The recent events in banking circles ot this 
city emphasize the defecte of the present 
methods ef handling local public deposits, 
and should lead to the establishment of a 
better system. 

If this action of the clearing house had not 
been taken, and the $8,736,000 of public funds 
deposited in the Walsh banks had been tied 
up in receiv ps, the question of improving 
present methods would, no doubt, be now re- 
ceiving merited attenflon, irrespective of the 
fact that there might have been no eventual 
loss of public funds. 

Under the present system the different 
treasurers for the most part deposit public 
moneys in banks of their own selection, re- 
lying for safety upon personal bonds secur- 
ing particular deposits executed by each 
bank direct to the treasurer. The treasurer 
then gives a general bond to the public body 
he represents. 

This general personal bond provichd by 
law is large, being in the case of the city 
treasurer $20,000,000. It is ordinarily sup- 
plied for the treasurer by the banks which 
receive the deposits, and in many cases the 
general bondsmen are identical with the 
bondsmen who sign the separate bonds fur- 
nished by each bank to the treasurer seh 
cure its particular deposit. 

d — 
Advantage to the Banks. 

As a rule bondsmen sign at the request of 
banks and because of the advantage which 
is supposed to accrue to the banks from the 
deposits. They are generally protected by 
an agreement on the part of the bank making 
the request to indemnify them against loss 
on bonds which are signed in its interest. 
Grave doubts exist from a legal standpoint 
as to whether this indemnity constitutes 
anything else than the written expression 
of an undoubted moral obligation. 

As would be expected, under these condi- 
tions public deposits have shown eae tendency 
to come under the control of those who have 
been willing to assume the burdensome task 
of making bonds for public treasurers. It 
resulted naturally enough in an undue con- 
centration of public moneys in the Walsh 
institutions and, unlese new methods are 
adopted, there will be similar tendencies in 
the future. Recent developments will not 
make the task of securing bondsmen easier 
in the future, and in proportion as the di- 
culty of making these large bonds increases, 
so does the obligation of the treasurer to 
those in tharge of making his bonds. 

The harmfulness of such a situation is 
manifest. In the first place it tends against 
a proper distribution of the risk of loss which 
would follow proper distribution of public 
deposits. In the second place, when such 
concentration is possible, there is offered the 
incentive for the interference in politics of 
banking coteries, a thing harmful alike to 
the banks and the public. 

— 


Shifting of Large Deposits. 

Power which can control the shifting of 
large deposits in times of financial crisis 
should have no other motives behind it 
than that of safety of the funds and the 
general public interest. It is well to say 
here that in the past there has not been, to 
my knowledge, any ground of complaint 
om this core at times of crisis. But, under 
this present system, there might be here- 
after. 

It ies not generally realized how much 
m the emergency which is now past was 
due to the coolness and clearheadedness of 
City Treasurer Block and County Treasurer 
Hanberg. Considerable pressure was brought 
upon Mr, Blocki, for instance, in the con- 
fusion first incident to the Walen trouble 
to convert his deposits in all the banks into 
currency and place it in the public safes.

"WINSTON. CHURCHILL WRITES S FATHER’S Lire.) 


Excellently Done Book on Lord Randolph Churchill Gives Inti- 
mate View of His Political and Private Life—Of Particular In- 
terest to Americans Is Lord Randolph’s Letter Home Announcing 
Engagement to Miss Jerome After Three-Day Acquaintance. 


[By Jeannétte L. Gilder, Editor of The Critic.) 
most important book of the new 
year so far is, ufldoubtedly, Mr. Wins- 
ton Spencer Churchill's life of his 
father, Lord Randolph Churchill, 
which is just published by The Mac- 
millan company. Mr. Churchill has been 
engaged in writing this book since 1902. In 
1893, just before Lord Randolph Churchill’s 
death, feeling that his life hung by a thread, 
he placed all his papers, private and official, 
under a trust deed which consigned them 
at his death to the charge of two of his most 
intimate political friends, Viscount Curzon 
{now Earl Howe] and Mr. Ernest Beckett 
(now Lord Grimthorpel. As he made 3 
practice of preserving almost every letter he 
received, the number of documents filled 
eleven good sized tin boxes. Subject to the 
conditions prescribed in the trustdeed, these 
papers were placed in Mr. Churchill's hands 
by his father’s literary executors in July, 
1902, that he might write a full account of 
his life and work. 


In August of 1878 Lord Randolph went to 


b 
Cowes upon what proved to him a memor- 


able visit, for it was at Cowes that he met 
Miss Jerome, an American girl whose sin- 
gular beauty and gifted vivacity had excited 
general attention. He was presented to her 
by a common friend. Waltzing made him 
giddy, and ‘he detested dancing of all kinds; 
so that after a formal quadrille they sat 
and talked. She was living with her mother 
and eldest sister at Rosetta cottage, a small 
houge which they had taken for the summer, 
with a tiny garden facing the sea. Thither 
the next night, duly bidden, he repaired to 
dine. The dinnér wag good, the company 
gay and attractive, and with the two young 
ladies chatting and playing duets at the 
plano the evening passed very pleasantly. 
She was nineteen, and he scarcely twenty- 
four; and, if Montaigne is to be believed, this 
period of extreme youth is love’s golden mo- 
ment. That very night Miss Jerome told her 
laughing and incredulous sister of a presenti- 
ment that their new friend was the man she 
would marry: and Lord Randolph confided to 
Col. Edgecumbe, who was of the party, that 
he admired the two sisters, and meant, if 
he could, to make the dark one’ his wife.“ 

Next day they again met “by accident ”’ 
and went fora walk. That night—the third 
of their acquaintance— was a beautiful 
night, warm and still, with the lights of 
the yachts shining on the water and the sky 
bright with stars. After dinner they found 
themaelves alone together in the garden, and 
—brief courtship notwithstanding—he pro- 
posed and was accepted. 


Lord Rapdolph’s letter to his father on the 
subject so near his heart is quoted in full. It 
any one doubts that this was a love match 
let him read this letter and be convinced that 
it was that and nothing else:

INTERESTING TRADE. GOSSIP ON "CHANGE. 


Another chapter in the history of the un- 
profitable deal in December corn was written 
yesterday. The unknown bull¢ in that oper- 
ation who bid the old December price up to 
Sac at one time and maintained it around 50c 
for a week or more were swamped by heavy 
arrivals of corn and the energetic efforts of 
elevator interests with drying houses to turn 
out large quantities of No. 2 corn. The con- 
tract stoek of 3 bu was piled up, and 

e year the bulls gave 
the fight and allowed the price to sien ia 420. 


There were no shorts left to Squeeze, all sales 


having been ‘filled by actual delivery of the 
cash corn, and the only way,a market could 
be found for any of it was by sales of new 
December from Ade down to 420. In this way 
about 750,000 bu were disposed of. The De- 
cember bulls have been carrying the rest of 
the contract stock since the end of the year 
at a storage charge of & e per month, besides 
paying insurance on the corn and interest on 
their investment. They tired of their bargain 
yesterday and sold the bulk of the corn still 
left on their hands, about 2,500,000 bu. to four 
of the leading elevator interests at 8%c under 
May, or about 410. They did not get cash 


for their holdings, but took May corn in- 


stead, which they may sell at a higher price 
and again may not. The principals in this 
little speculation in corn, which seemed 
doomed to failure from the fore part of De- 
cember, although hope was not finally given. 
up until the last day of the month, are un- 
known to the general trade, and under the 
circumstances they_are not likely to admit 
their connection with the ill-favored deal. 
There were rumors that a Wall street clique 
was operating in corn and several names 


were mentioned, but apparently without any - 


positive foundation for the rumors. It 18 
estimated that, including the original cost 
of December corn and the expense of main- 
taining the price in the neighborhood of 500, 
the line must have averaged the owners at 
least 46c a bu. This would mean a loss of 
5c a bu, or, on a line of 3,000,000 bu, a total 
of $150,000. Some of the losses may be re- 
couped by the line of May corn taken in 
exchange for the cath holdings if the 
market goes up, but up to date the 
speculation is a losing one If May 
corn selis off there will be another story. 
The Armour Grain company, the Chicago 
Elevator company, MBartlett-Frazier-Car- 
rington, and Harris-Scotten were the houses 
which took the corn over. The bulk of the 
line is supposed to have landed with Armour. 
The exchange means that the houses which 
made most of the corn will merchandise it 
at their leisure, having it sold for May ata 
premium of a fair carrying charge. The 
transaction was the largest deal in cash 
grain on record in a number of years. 


There was more outside business trans- 
acted in the local cash wheat market than 
for several days. Millers were in the mar- 
ket to a larger extent than usual. ‘A lot of 
50,000 bu No. 1 northern sold at %c over 
January.

There are nearly as many propositions for 
changing the commission rule as there are 
members. Attention was called yesterday 
to the fact that the New York stock exchange 
rates for buying and selling a hundred shares 
of stock are $6.25 for members for the round 
turn for which a nonmember pays $25.00 com- 
mission. It was claimed that commission 
rates for transactions in grain for members 
should be left as they are today, but rates 
for nonmembers Toubled, “ Pay the sollo- 
itor, the man who is selling your goods and 
spending his money, a handsome return for 
his work,“ said a member, and he will give 
you the same or better service than he gives 
the New York stock and New York cotton 
exchanges.”’ 


The board of trade entertainment fund, 
after all expenses were paid, amounted to

New York, Jan. 5.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
1. Erratic weather and the customary dif- 
culties encountered in resuming normal con- 
tions after a lengthy holiday have restrict- 
operations during the last week, expecially 
in retail and jobbing departments. The situ- 
ation is relieved to some extent by clearance 
gales of heavy weight wearing apparel, and 
there is a good demand for staple lines of 
fOodstuffs, while prices are maintained 80 
firmly that confidence evidently is unshaken. 
In some parts of the country it is impos- 
sible to fill orders for lumber and building 
materials, open weather making structural 
work an unusual feature for the season.

Executive Officials of Western Railroads 
Took Up Claims for Corn Tran- 
' git Allowance. 
ecutive officers of western roads yes- 
téMiay gave further consideration to the 
appeal of Chicago grain shippers that they 
be allowed transit privileges at Chicago on 
corn from the Missouri river and beyond to 
the seaboard. j 
Chicago shippers claim that, under exist- 
ing circumstances, corn from Missouri river 


terfitory can be shipped from St. Louis to | 


New York at $15 a car less than via Chicago. 
The western roads are anxious that relief be 
granted the Chicago shippers, but the east- 
ern roads stand in the way. They do not 
deny that the Chicago shippers are entitled 
to relief, but they demand such a large pro- 
portion of the through rate as to make an 
agreement impossible, : 

They demand 60 per cent of the through 
rate and the western roads contend that this 
is more thaifthe regular local rate from 
Chicago. The latter are willing to compro- 
mise on an equal division of the through 
rate, but the eastern lines will not take any- 


thing less than local rates from Chicago~ 


to New York and also refuse to absorb any 
share of the shrinkage in rate necessary to 
put Chicago shippers on the same footing 
with those of St. Louis. 


Work of Surveying Begun. 


Active work on the survey of the extension 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul from 
Evarts, 8. D., to Seattle, was begun yester- 
day in Montana, when two syrveying outfits 
left Butte to work eastward. Surveying 
crews composed of Chicago engineers will 
be sent westward within a few days and work 
will be pushed as rapidly as possible. It is 
predicted that Milwaukee and St. Paul trains 
will run to Butte within the next two years. 
It will take about four years to get the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul into Seattle where the 
company lately has acquired extensive ter- 
minals. 


Plan Fast Freight Service. 

The Illinois Central and Southern railways 
have combined for the establishment of a 
mew freight route between St. Louis and 
Knoxville, Tenn.
